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THK LAST ANNUAL MESSAGE OF PRESI- 


DENT HAYES. 


The fourth ami hist annual message of 


President Haves was sent to Congress 011 
Hominy afternoon. It is a long docu- 
ment c-onfciiuing over 15,000 words, ami 
is cliieily devoted to a review ami nn en- 
dorsement of his administration. It is a 
business-like document, but its great 
length will deter many from rending it. 
We will therefore give, in a brief way, 
all the principal points of the message, 
for the convenience fit 
1 our readers. 


I. The President starts out with a 


hopeful 
view of the 
condition 
of 


things in this country, and predicts still 
greater prosperity for the future. 


•2. The Southern question is treated at 


considerable length. He appears to bo 
satisfied with the condition of things in 
the South, and believes it is advancing 
in the direction of political herdem and 
toleration, and thinks that before long 
the ballot will be as-free in the. South aa 
it is in the North. 
This is a rosey view 


of the situation in the Solid South,

some measures which will speedily abol- 
ish the evil which he regards as a nation- 
al disgrace. 


4. His pot. scheme, the civil service 


policy, furnishes one ot the longest chap- 
ters in the message. The President be- 
lieves in appointing good men and con- 
tinuing them in ofliee during good be- 
havior. He believes, also, in separating 
government service from polities, elaboi" 
ates his ivell-kuown views on this subject 
and points iu illustration to the improve- 
ment made in the administration of the

5. In speaking of the. Chinese question 


the President promises to send a special 
message to;Cougress on this subject-when 
the full text of the treaty with China 
is made public. He says the new treaty 
is a mollification of 
the LJurlinganio 


treaty, aud solves satisfactorily the "chi- 
ue.se question in politics in this country. 
He says the Clu'uesa government was not 
at all anxious to have its .subjects emi- 
grate, and was willing to meet the Amer- 
ican commission more than half way in 
all the restrictions upon Chinese imrai- 
g1' .'ion to this country.

durL. ;• his administration aud give a his- 
tory of the treasury department for tin- 
past four yearn, embodying in his mes- 
sage the report of Secretary Sherman 
aud his message reviewing the history of 
the resumption act. 
The President, de- 


votes considerable attention to the sub- 
ject of refunding, but in this lie merely 
follows Secretary Sherman. 
He calls 


upon Congress to take stops to refund 
the 700,0: J.030 of bonds that fall due next 
year, and dwells upon the fact that a bet- 
ter time for refunding could not be found 
than now. The, country is prosperous, 
business throughout the country is on a 
sound basis, while there is a great ex- 
cess of c.ipital ia business centres that 
would gladly soek a government loan in 
a much lower bond than any of those 
now outstanding. The only reference to 
the standard silver dollar the President 
makes is tluit the present dollar should be 
recoiued with sufficient silver added to 
make it it equal in value, to a gold dollar. 


7. Iu speaking of the war department, 


the President makes an earnest appeal to 
Congress for the strengthening of our 
coast defenses. At the present time all 
the great commercial ports of the United 
States are absolutely in a defenseless 
condition, aud 011 the event of foreign 
trouble incalculable damages could be 
done our commerce before the first stop 
of real defense could be made. He calls 
upon Congress to take this subject into 
consideration and to provide for a sys- 
tem of liberal appropriations to remedy 
thia great weakness. 


8. When the President touches upon 


the navy department, he eulogizes one of 
the most .faithful of his cabinet officers- 
Secretary Thompson. He regards him 
one ot the most successful of his cabinet 
associates. He may well do this, for Sec- 
retary Thompson has managed the affairs 
of the navy with great skill, and failed to 
use up/the appropriation for his depart- 
ment by over two million dollars. 


9. The President recommends 
the 


adoption 
of 
the. postal " savings 


bank scheme, but forgets that very im- 
portant and practical enterprise, the pos. 


~~ tal telegraphic system, which could be 


made wonderfully successful in this 
country. 


10. Secretary Schurz justly reeioves 


words of praise from the*President. The 
latter views the Secretary's, policy to- 
ward the Indians with great approval, 
and that his plan for educating the In- 
dian so that he can take care of himself is 
the only true solution of the Indian 
question. He calls upon Congress to 
give aid in the way of appropriations 
to the encouragement of this plan, which 
looks to the establishment of the Indian 
upon land of his own. breaking up all 
tribo relations and the gradn.il withdraw- 
al of financial support on the purl of the 
government. 


II. In speaking of National elections, 


the President recommends that a suffi- 
cient sum bo appropriated by Congress 
fur the payment of deputy marshals; and 
he ulso urges that Congress pass some 
bill authorizing the 
establishment, ot 


some intermediate court between the 
United States court aud the supreme 
court, for tlm purpo.-u; of relieving the 
extraordinary piviwure of business under 
which the latter is struggling. 


12. In the message of Attorney General 
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Deveus, he urges upon Congress the pro 
priety of National supervision of the bal 
lot box in all National elections. 
Gen 


eral Deveus recommends that Congress 
take the position that in National clec 
tions State lines are not to be considered 
aud that National authority be directei 
to protect the ballot-box from fraud and 
intimidation in all sections of the coun- 
try. Tire President does not mention 
this very important subject iu his mes- 
sage, though it is understood that he 
agrees with General Devcns in the main 
features of the proposition. 


13. The President and Mr. LeUue, 


commissioner 
o£ 
agriculture, 
are 


exceedingly warm friends and would 
be 
impossible 
for 
the 
Pres- 


ident to 
close 
his 
message 
with- 


out a good word for the gentleman from 
Minnesota. The President reviews the 
work done by the agricultural depart- 
ment, and speaks in high terms ot the 
success of Mr. Le I)no iu raising tea in 
this country, and in the nuinufacture of 
sugar from corn-stalks. The President 
thinks that through the work of this one 
man the country will bo able to produce' 
all of the tea and sugar consumed bj it, 
thus saving millions that are annually 
sent away from home in the purchase, of 
these two staples. 


14. The President thinks the remain- 


der of the public lands in this country 
should be set aside, for the education 
of theilliterats ot all sections; and lie 
says this would result in giving most of 
it to the South, where the greatest illit- 
eracy prevails. The education of this 
class, both white and black, would have a 
tendency to place the, two sections upon 
a closer intellectual level, and conse- 
quently in a closer bond of union. 


15. President Hayes believes Washing- 


ton should be improved still more, and 
that three million dollars should bo ap- 
propriated for the work. 
He also calls 


upon Congress to make the necessary ap- 
propriation to finish the 
Washington 


monument, which tor years has been a 
dishonor to the country. 


The Gazette believes that there is no 


man in this country who can do the 
United States and all the foreign powers 
so much excellent service as General 
Grant, at the head of the department of 
State. Ho is peculiarly fitted for that po- 
sition. His personal acquaintance with 
all the crowned heads of Europe, his ex- 
tensive travels abroad, and his thorough , 
study ot the consulate system, would en- j 
able him to discharge the duties of Sec- I 
rotary of State iu a manner which would 
best subserve the relations of the United 
States with other countries. Wo believe 
in fully and practically utilizing Gener- 
al Grant, We believe in [Hitting him at 
the head of the great department of State, 
not that he may draw §3,01)0 a year as a 
salary, but that his abilities may be of 
some service to the country. 
We ven- 


ture the assertion that no appointment 
to a cabinet position could be made by 
President Gartield, which would give 
greater satisfaction in this country aud 
iu Europe, than that of General Grant to 
be Secretary of State.

THE GHAZIS.

4, 


THE word "Ghazi" has come to mean 


in Western eyes something very differ- 
ent from its legitimate signification. 
It 


originally meant a conqueror, or great 
hero, and in this sense it is used in 
modern Turkey. Osman Pasha was 
dubbed "Ghazi" when his splendid 
resistance to tho Russians saved for a 
time the fate of his country, and the title 
is one held in the highest respect by 
Mohammedans. 
From 
"conqueror" 


the meaning has passed into lower 
grades, one of commonest being 
"a 
gallant soldier" (especially combating 
infidels); and at last, in the common 
course of events, it has been appropria- 
ed in the all-comprehensive vocabulary 
of the English language with a distinct 
and localized meaning. To us now a 
Ghazi is simply a man upon whom 
fanaticism has had so powerful an 
effect that all physical fear of death is 
swamped in his desiro to take tho life 
of a Kaffir, and, with his soul purified 
by the blood of the unbeliever, to be 
translated at once to Paradise, A trues 
Ghazi counts no odds too great to face, 
no danger too menacing to be braved; 
the certainty of death only adds to his 
exultation, and, as in the case of other 
madmen, desperation and insensibility 
to consequences add enormously to his 
muscular powers and endurance. To 
kill such a man is sometimes so difficult 
a task at close quarters that our men 
have learned to respect their peculiar 
mode of fighting, and a rille bullet at u 
fair distance checks the Gliazi's coursti 
before he can close upon Ms assailants 
with the terrible sharp knife lie knows 
so well how to use. 
If every Afghan 


were a Ghazi, asl once said during the 
siege of Sherpur, our defenses would 
have been carried and enormous slaugh- 
ter would have followed on both sides j 
but Ghazis are few and far between, 
though a spurious imitation is not un- 
common. 
This imitation is often taken 


for the real article, whereas phang or 
some other stimulant is the motivo 
power, and not desperate fanaticism. 
Tne misuse of the word " Ghazi" is 
strikingly seen in the accounts of the 
last war," forty years ago. 
Wo are told 


of bands of Ghazis, many thousand 
strong, harassing the retreating: army 
and. cutting off stragglers ; ana these 
Gb'azis are always spoken of as being 
quite out of the control of Akbar- 
Khan. If they had been true Glia/.is 
they would have made short work of 
our little army long before it reached 
the Khurd Cabul. * * * To see how 
thousands of Ghazis are always being 
spoken of,, one would imagine they 
were a powerful clan, similar to the 
Ghilzais, iCohistansor Afrids; but prac- 
tical acquaintance with the form fanati- 
cism assumes about Cabul shows onlj 
too clearly that out of a crowd of 50,- 
000 armed fanatics, such as lately held 
Cabul, hot one in a hundred rises to tho 
supreme rank of a Ghazi. They are 
not born and bred to the vocation 
chance makes them what the}' are, ant 
onr men know that a stray spark of en- 
thusiasm may kindle their fanaticism 
and send them into our midst. * *

The latter's eloquence is listenec

But a few weeks ago the arch 
moollah, Muski Alam, sent out his mes 
sage from Sharkh, and how well it wa 
responded .to we are living witnesses 
With Ghazis in their mjjst to lead tlu. 
tfinorous, and moollahs alwavs at ham 
to fan their fanaticism, Alohamiaei 
Jan's rabble did wonders. How th, 
Ghazis acquitted themselves our met 
well know, many poor fellows to thei: 
cost. In the action in the Charden Val 
ley the standard- bearers rushed in cvei 
when our cavalry charged, nud no more 
reckless rush was ever made. Main 
went down, but about them were others 
equal in desperation.

Ninth transfixed a man with his lance 
the Ghazi wriggled up like an eel 
grasped the lauce with his left hand 
and with one stroke of the knife cu 
through the lancer's hand and tin 
tough shaft as it had been made of tin- 
der.

er is still living, but minus the fino-ers 
of his,right hand. * * * With" an 
army of such men against us, even out 
splendid arms and steady discipline 
might avail nothing. But tho true 
Ghazi is a phenomenon—he, at least, 
deserves the scientific and sonorous title 
—and even Afghan fanaticism can not 
bring forth mary, however great may 
be the eloquence of the moollahs.—

It is a oravo 


mistake, practiced by many intelligent 
farmers, to keep cows on poor, bare 
pastures, without any assistance in tho 
way of house feeding. 
Many seem to 


imagine that land which has been tilled 
for years, without recuperation, until 
It has become useless for grain grow- 
ing, is quite good enough for pas- 
ture, and therefore- stint their cows 
of a proper quantity of nourishment. 
Nothing coidd be more short-sighted or 
unprofitable. 
It requires, in the first 


place, a large proportion of food to 
keep the animal in a strong, healthy 
condition, and it is the surplus assimilat- 
ed after making good the natural wastes 
that goes to increase the animal or for 
the production of milk. An animal of 
»ound constitution, healthy digestion, 
and well developed lacteal organs will 
prove a good milker. 


Those who wish proper returns from 
these cows should therefore see that 
they are properly supplied with healthy 
food and plenty of good, pure water. 
The quality of milk varies with the dif- 
ferent breeds of cattle, their ago, the 
food eaten, and at different periods of 
the year.
